1. A non-electrical dog training aid adapted for use with a dog 
collar, the training aid comprising: 

a) a body including 

(1) a longitudinally extending center portion having a 
front side and a back side, and 

(2) first and second opposing free ends extending 
longitudinally from said center portion, said first and 
second free ends being provided with first and second 
elongated, transversely lengthwise extending openings, 
respectively, for threading the collar therethrough and 
along the front side of the center portion; and 

b) first and second non-electrical posts projecting 
rearwardly from the back side of said center portion. 


7. The dog training aid as defined in claim 6 in which said upper 
and lower surfaces are formed rounded when viewed in a line along 
a transverse axis through the body.
